Pans, May 25 — (UP)—The way 
appeared clear today for the West- 
ern powers to seize the initiative 
irorn Russia and offer Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Vishinsky a 
settlement of the Germany prob- 
lem on Western terms.
